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PREFACE

In  presenting  to  the  public  The  Boston  Musical  Education  Society's  Collection  of  Church  Music, 
the  Editors  trust  there  are  some  new  features  in  the  arrangement  of  the  work,  which  will  render  it 
useful  and  interesting.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  selected  pieces,  not  before  published  in  this 
country,  the  music  is  entirely  original.  This  will  not  be  deemed  an  objection  by  those  who  feel  that 
our  own  composers  should  be  encouraged,  and  their  efforts  appreciated. 

In  the  arrangement  of  this  work,  the  Editors,  having  endeavored  to  obtain  a  simplicity  of  style 
and  a  true  adaptation  of  melody  and  poetry,  hope  it  will  prove  useful  in  the  choir  and  in  the  domestic 
circle. 

The  Elementary  Rules,  though  condensed  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  Exercises  on  the 
Cultivation  of  the  Voice,  comprise  all  that  was  considered  essential  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
intended.  These  Exercises  will  be  found  advantageous  to  the  cultivation  and  development  of  the  voice, 
and  their  practice  is  recommended  as  tending  to  the  production  of  a  chaste  and  finished  style  of  singing. 

The  Chants,  and  other  portions  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Service,  comprised  in  this  volume,  are 
partly  original,  and  in  part  selections  of  appropriate  music  never  before  published  in  this  country.  As 
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a  whole,  it  is  believed  this  department  of  the  work  will  1>£  found  well  fitted  to  its  purpose,  and  give 
to  other  choirs  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  ^  sifyle^of  music  which  needs  only  to  be  known  in 
order  to  become  popular.  Should  there  be  any  objection  to  the  words,  other  selections  from  the  Psalms 
may  be  adapted  to  these  chants,  in  order  that  they  may  be  used  in  all  churches. 

Although  the  mark  of  the  metronome,  by  which  their  movement  is  designated,  be  prefixed  to  each 
piece,  it  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  an  invariable  guide.  Time,  place,  the  varied  idea  of  each  hymn, 
the  number  of  voices  of  which  a  choir  is  composed,  and  its  mode  of  singing,  are  to  be  consulted,  and 
must,  after  all,  be  paramount  to  any  fixed  rule. 

The  Editors  believe  that  the  writing  out  of  the  parts,  and  the  arrangement  of  harmony  for  the 
organ  and  piano-forte,  which  form  a  new.  feature  in  this  volume,  will  add  to  its  value  and  general 
usefulness. 

With  these  few  preliminary  remarks,  they  submit  the  work  to  the  judgment,  and,  as  they  hope, 
approval,  of  the  public.

Music  is  divided  into  measures  by  bars,  or  perpendicular  lines, 
across  the  staff,  thus  :  — 


These  measures  are  subdivided  into  smaller  portions  by  notes. 
When  divided  into  two  parts,  it  is  called  Double  Measure  or  Time ; 
into  three,  Triple  Time;  into  four,  Quadruple  Time;  into  six, 
Sextuple  Time.  The  figure  2  represents  Double  ;  3,  Triple ;  4, 
Quadruple ;  6,  Sextuple. 

Time  is  marked  by  motions  of  the  hand,  or  beats.  Double 
Time  has  two  beats ;  Triple  Time,  three ;  Quadruple  Time,  four ;

ON    THE    CULTIVATION    OF    THE  VOICE. 


Tonf.  is  a  species  of  sound  which  either  expresses  a  par- 
ticular feeling  or  products  harmony. 

The  variety  of  tones  produced  hy  the  human  voice  arises  partly 
from  the  dimensions  of  the  wind-pipe,  but  principlly  from  the 
head  of  the  larynx  ;  the  tone  being  more  or  less  grave  as  the 


aperture  is  more  or  less  open.  Hence  we  have  a  thin  tone,  a 
full  tone,  a  harsh  tone,  a  mellow  tone,  a  liquid  tone,  a  rich 
tone,  &c.  A  sweet-toned,  mellow  voice  is* one  of  nature's  best 
gifts ;  but,  with  judicious  practice,  many  can  acquire  it  who  do  not 
naturally  possess  it. 


CULTIVATION  ( 

The  qualities  of  the  human  voice  are  distinguished  under  three 
heads,  namely  —  the  chest  voice,  produced  from  the  lungs;  the 
throat  voice,  or  falsetto ;  and  the  head  voice.  There  is  one  other 
kind  of  voice,  termed  by  some  masters  the  feigned  voice,  produced 
chiefly  from  the  back  of  the  throat  and  head.  Mr.  Braham  has 
availed  himself  of  the  proper  advantages  which  the  feigned  voice 
affords. 

All  these  different  varieties  of  voice  may  be  used  to  advantage 
in  almost  every  piece  of  music.  To  gain  a  knowledge  of  these 
tones,  the  pupil  must  have  an  instructer  who  can  produce  a  good 
tone,  and  who  understands  how  it  is  produced. 


THE  VOICE.  || 

ON  BREATHING. 

To  expatiate  on  the  advantages  of  breathing,  would  resemble 
the  sapient  researches  of  the  wise  man  who  discovered  we  could 
not  live  without  it.  By  a  careful  management  of  the  breath  we 
produce  power,  softness,  and  sweetness,  and  have  a  command  of 
the  voice  which  we  could  not  otherwise  acquire.  Always  keep  a 
reserve  of  breath,  so  as  to  avoid  exhaustion,  which  would  be 
painful,  not  only  to  yourself,  but  to  any  one  else  who  should  ob- 
serve it.  This  mark,  A ,  represents  when  breath  can  be  taken 
with  advantage.

CULTIVATION  OF  THE  VOICE. 
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OBSERVATIONS    ON   THE  VOCAL  SIIAKE. 


It  is  not  a  little  singular,  that  many  otherwise  accomplished 
singers  fail  to  obtain  a  mastery  over  the  shake. 

Inferior  singers,  who  can  execute  the  shake,  often  carry  off 
more  applause  than  the  first-rate  artist,  if  deficient  in  this 
acquirement. 

The  principal  employment  of  the  shake  is  as  a  cadence  at  the 
close  of  a  phrase  or  period,  although  this  is  by  no  means  the  only 
use  to  which  it  is  applied.  It  is  introduced  as  a  passing  ornament, 
both  ascending  and  descending.  The  Italians  seldom  employ  it 
at  the  close,  but  more  frequently  as  a  passing  grace  in  the  course 
of  the  melody.  The  following  rules  cannot  be  too  carefully 
attended  to  :  — 


1.  Always  observe  strict  time  in  practising  the  shake. 

2.  Always  take  sufficient  breath  before  commencing  the  shake. 

3.  Accent  the  upper  note  of  the  shake. 

4.  Do  not  move  the  head,  mouth,  chin,  or  any  part  of  the 
body. 

5.  Commence  practising  the  shake  very  slowly,  and  accelerate 
from  time  to  time,  until  you  acquire  the  necessary  degree  of 
rapidity. 

6.  In  plaintive  and  tender  passages,  the  movement  should  be 
gentle  ;  more  impassioned  music  demands  quickness  and  brilliancy. 

Last  of  all,  a  good  master  is  indisputably  necessary,  until  a 
foundation  is  laid  for  this  most  difficult  of  all  graces.

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OBSERVATIONS  ON  CHANTING. 


The  practice  of  chanting  the  praises  of  God  is  not  only  recom- 
mended by  its  simplicity  and  beauty,  but  by  divine  sanction. 

The  single  chant  is  composed  of  two  musical  phrases,  corre- 
sponding with  the  two  clauses  into  which  each  verse  of  the  psalm 
is  divisible,  and  containing  respectively  four  and  six  notes.  The 
union  of  two  single  chants  in  the  same  key  constitutes  the  double 
chant.  Of  course,  the  words  determine  the  time  of  the  first  or 
chanting  note*  of  each  clause. 

The  cadence  is  generally  sung  in  strict  time,  let  there  be 
few  or  many  words. 

The  words  of  the  chant  should  be  sung  about  as  fast  as  a  good 
reader  would  speak  them,  taking  care  to  mind  the  points  and  stops. 

To  determine  the  precise  point  in  the  verse  where  the  recitation 
should  end,  and  the  chant,  properly  speaking  begin,  no  rules  can 
be  given  which  will  not  be  liable  to  continual  exceptions,  from  the 
want  of  uniform  correspondence  between  the  melody  of  the  chant 
and  the  rhythm  of  the  verse.  Equally  impossible  is  it  to  lay  down 
principles  which  shall,  in  all  cases,  assign  to  each  of  the  chanting 

*  The  writer  of  this  had  the  question  asked  him  by  an  organist,  not  far  from  Boston, 
whether  the  chanting  note  ought  to  be  in  strict  time  or  not;  and  the  individual  even  went  so 
iar  as  to  attempt  to  give  an  example  showing  that  it  should  be  in  strict  time. 


notes  its  proper  syllable  or  syllables.  Not  unfrequently  the  same 
verse  may  be  divided  in  different  ways,  each  possessing  its 
advantages. 

The  only  rule  which  can  be  regarded  as  general,  —  and  even  this 
must  sometimes  be  violated,  —  is  that  which  requires  the  concluding 
whole,  or  the  first  note  of  the  two  halves  into  which  it  is  resolved, 
to  be  sung  to  the  last  accented  syllable  of  the  clause.  For 
instance  :  — 

God  hath  spoken  |  in    his  |  holiness ; 
Not,  God  hath  spoken  in  his  |  ho  -  li  -  |  ness. 

Judah  |  was  his  |  sanctuary; 
Not,  Judah  was  his  |  sane  -  tua  -  |  ry.

These  few  hints  are  given,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  be  of 
some  service  to  those  who  have  not  had  much  practice  in  this 
most  delightful  part  of  the  worship  of  our  Maker.
